А It was а tremendous decisione То be brief, it meant risking the 
entire German Fleete It meant that we had todefend a coast of more than 3,00 
kilometers; and that meant that at least 300,000 men would bo taken up with th: 
task. That is why the decision was subject to really reliable infortati on, 
and that meant that there really was danger for Norway. That is the reason 
why nodefinite date was fixed for that operational plan. And that is the

А Generally speaking, Grand admiral "aeder hes already testified 
about alû we knew, There is, though, one more thing which I do remember, 
which is down in my little note book, It is that particular pressure was 
quite openly applied in the French press for cutting off Germany from 
Swedish cre supplies, and then there was the mine layin: cperetion in the 
Norwegian territorial waters, and the case of the altmark, which acccróin: 
to my investigation, was a flagrant breach of internation law rezardinz the 
righ ts and duties of neutral states in naval warfare. article I and II. 

DR. EXNER: Regarding the first two points which the witness has 
mentioned, I want to draw your attention to document 1809-PS, which is the 
diary, GB 88, page 53 of the first volume cf my document bock. On 10 March 
there is an entryin the diary about the negotiations cf Finland and Russia: 

"The news about the “innish-Russian negotiations is very fav rable, 
from a political point of view. The French press raves ab.ut it because they 
consider it necessary tc cut Germany off from the Swedish 

Then the entry of 25 March: 

"The En<lish start to molest our merchantmen in the Danish and 
Norwegian territcrial waters, or even fire at them." 

BY DR. EXNER: 


Q What was the cause of the decision for the attack? 


A The final decision of the “uehrer was mace оп 2 April. Two bits 
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of information were the cause, First reports from the navy re-arcin^ the 


repeated shotsfired on merchant boats in Norwegian and Danish territorial 


Waters. The second report came from Canaris, sayin that in the Northern 


part of the British east coast, British troops and transport shis had 
been reacied for transport cperations. 

ч "hat would have been the consequences fcr us if England had got 
there first? 

А І can refer to Admiral Raeder's testimony in that connection, and 
I need add only that Norway in British hands would have meant that half cf 
the war would have been lost fo ав. Stratezically, we would have been 
surrounded in the North, ani we would have been incapable, because of our 
small fleet, of ever putting that right avain. 

Q Was there definite proof later on that the British plan existed? 

А че captured the entire files of the Pritish brigade which landed 
in Namsos and elsewhere, and we surprisingly captured the British war 
correspondent Kommilly, Не expected everythin: there except German ships. 
Otherwise, he would have been able to escape беіпс taken prisoner, To the 
question cf what he was doing trying to report abcut a war in peaceful 
Narvik, he could not give us any information at all. Later on we captured 
all the files of the French eneral Staff. which have been in part presented 
by Admiral Raeder's Defense Counsel, 

But very interesting to me and most instructive were the diaries which 
the Pritish officers and NCO!s whom we captured in Norway were carrying on 
them. They proved at least one thing. That was that all these troors had 
already been shipped and, at the moment when cur German fleet was advanc- 
ing towards Norway, had been put back ashore, 

DR. EXNER: Іп this connection, l want to refer to two entries 
in the diary, page 5h, first volume of my document bock, the entry of 2h and 
26 June--I beg your pardcon=-26 April. There it says: 

"Mejor Soliman reports æ out the interrozaticn of the Enzlishmen, 
and delivers additional important d cuments, among them the secret chain of 
commands át noon, the first priscrors arrived in Berlin. They are being

Q Now, cne last questicn about the "orwezian affair. The 
Frosecutcr has stated that hcnor of the soldiers who were attacking Ncrway 
was in doubt. 

With that, the rrosecution has touched upon amerely operational 
problem. They have put it on the level of soldierly or manly honor, Up t 
now, that has not been the custom in this world, І can only say that I 
have neither attacked in Norway nor have I used lies or excuses, but I 
have used all my strength to contribute to the successful cutccme of that 
operation, which I considered absolutely necessary in order to anticipate 
a similar British acticn. 

If one day the seals cf the archives are removed, then the truth of 
my contention will become clear, but, even if I have been wrong, then the 
honesty of my own subjective opinion of that time cannot be chanved in any 
Saye 

Q We are now talking abcut the war in the West. After the Folish 
campaign, were operational plans for an attack in the Vest in existence? 

A To begin with, there were no plans for an attack in the üest, 
On the contrary, there was а wide-s;read opinion, particularly in the army, 
that the war would die down on its own, if only we kept quiet in the West, 
That went so far that the C, in C. cf the army even moved mobile infan try 
divisions and mace them into fortress divisions; that is t say, he tock 


away from them 211 their means of mobility.

A During the Polish campaign, the “uehrer himself had his doubts. 
He could not find a plausible explanation about the c mplete lack of action 
on the part of the British and Fre nch forces stationed in France.

war, whereas ih reality nct a single shct was being fired at the front.

flow of reports coming from Canarise Ther were supplemented and confirmed 
throurh letters we received from the Duce. But the certain fact which was quite 
evident, something which I could scc on the maps every day, was the nichtly 
flichts of the British Lir Foce, quito meoncerned by neutral Dutch ond Belgian 
territory. That had to brine us to the conclusion that even if those two states 
wanted to ee and I think at the beginning they did want to =+ they could not 
possibly remnin permanently neutra 
What danger would an AnvloeFrench oeeuprtion of Holland have meant to us! 
Those dangers were quite clearly stated by the Fuehrer, firstly in his 
memorandum L452, which has already been rcoentedly quoted from,  Thcrc, on pare 
t8 of the doeument book, at the lower portion of thc pase, thoro is a reference 
to the tremendous importance of the Ruhr, of which, incidentally, there seems to 
be quite sufficient ovidence even today, 

In his speech before the Supreme Commanders on the 23rd of November 1989, 
Document 180-Р5, USA-28, on paro 59 of the document book, he says once more how 
tremendously that danger would be for tho Ruhr.if, surprisingly, one day British 
ond French forees would stand outside that territory. There he refers to it as
